>Ve present lo our readers, to day, an ab¬ 
stract of the votes given at the late election 
for Delegated to the General Aisemhiy of 
Maryland. From this document it will be 
that although the administration party, 
by the exertions of their ” all fair and ho¬ 
nourable means'* have succeeded in obtsin- 
ing a m.sjorily in the Stale Legislature; yet 
a majority of the citizens ol Maryland are 
opposed to the .ilininistration of (he general 
governmeiit. That Ur. Adams, at the last 
Presidential election, should have (according 
lo their own account) a majority of the votes 
of this State, and now be left in a minority, 
is to us surprising. For allliongh every Pre- 
siilrnl, we believe, since the days of Wash¬ 
ington, have received General Jackson into
